Arrenpt at Mutiprn.—On “Sonday night, about 10 o'clock, 
the neighbourhood of High-street; Whitechapel, was rofised by 
repeated cries of * Murder! Murder!” On examination, these 
were found to proceed from an’ infamous house in George-yard, 
which ‘has been long an intolerable nuisance, by affording an 
asylum for all the vagnbond< and prostitutes about Whitechapel, 
and into which a person of the mame of Faucett, a carpenter, in 
Devonshire-ateeety Mile-end, had been foolish enough to enter; 
on bis return home, about nine o'clock at night. On reaching 
the door, the female who accompanied him made a signal, and 
b they were admitted by a woman ef small stature, who ushered 
them into a pariour. ..Mr,.Paucett then gave some money to buy 
spirits, but soon after one of the women left the room, and the 
other forced him through a back door inte a yard which commu- 
nieated. with. the back door of a public-house, where he was 
immediately atta: ked by three. or four ruffians, one of whom 
knocked him down, and. beat him cruelly. Mr. Faucett called 
out for help repeatedly, but no one came to bis assistance, When 
he waa down, they-kicked him about the body so violewtly, that 
one of his ribs was broken on his right side. ‘Po prevent bis 
calling ovtfor help, they thrust a bandkerelhief into his mouth ; 
they then robbed him of his watch, four sovereigns, and 10 
shittings in silver.. Mn. Fancett afier some time recovered, and 
heving made his wey to the waichi-house, he returned with 
three or four watchmen, but the place was quite deserted.
